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Faubus Turns 
Down Debate 
Challenge 


JONESBORO, Afk. (AP) - 


Former Gov. Orval 
Faubus 


Thursday declined a challenge 
by Hayes McClerkin of Texar- 
kana to go on television and 
debate five issues concerning 
the ex-governor's administra- 
tion. 


McClerkin and Faubus are 


both seeking the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination. 


Speaking at Jonesboro, Fau- 


bus said: "I won't go on tele- 
vision with him and draw him 
a bigger audience than he can 
get." 


He said, however, that he 


would issue a response to the 
five issues McClerkin raised in 
the challenge. 


In response to a question 


about casino gambling, Faubus 
said, "When this came up in 
my administrations, I had al- 
ways told the people I would 
veto it — I see no reason to 
change my mind." 


Faubus 
also said 
that if 


elected he would refer to the 
voters any casino gambling bill 
passed by the legislature. 


The former governor pro- 


posed a multi - million dollar 
program 
of building county 


farm-to-market roads for the 
state. 


Faubus said the $7,750,000 an- 


nual highway bond debt could 
be paid off immediately with 
money from the present re- 
serve fund. He said the extra 
money made available could 
be used to build hard-surfaced 
roads, except for 15 per cent 
of the funds that would go to 
cities and towns and 15 per 
cent that would go the coun- 
ties. 


Speaking to a rally later 


Thursday night at Jonesboro, 
Faubus criticized Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller. 


"If you were to go into his 


office and try to talk about 
conservation 
or some 
other 


problem of the state, you would 
have to go out and get one of 
his aides to come in and ex- 
plain what you are talking 
about," Faubus said. 


He warned the crowd that 


the Democratic nominee faces 
a "big^battle" in the Novem- 
ber general, election. 


Faubus said the Democratic 


nominee would have to face 
"Rockefeller's millions, an 
$800,000 computer and ... his 
telephone WATS lines." 


Faubus also promised to 


raise teachers' salaries in Ar- 
kansas up to the national av- 
erage, increase welfare grants, 
and improve the Arkansas Chil- 
dren's Colony.

indefinitely, the Army an- 
nounced today. 


The Army said, however, that 


a pretrial hearing would be held 
on that date to consider defense 
motions. The hearing will be 
closed to the news media and 
the public, the announcement 
said. 


Defense attorneys for Calley 


are seeking to force the Army to 
disclose contents of certain do- 
cuments relating to Galley's 
case. 


A spokesman said no further 


hearings will be held in Galley's 
case until a federal court acts 
on motions filed before it. 


Attorneys for Calley, who is 


charged 
with 
premeditated 


murder of 102 Vietnamese civil- 
ians, have filed suit in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Washington, ask- 
ing that the charges be dis- 
missed. 


The suit seeks to block his 


military trial, and if that is de- 
nied, Calley, 27, of Miami, Fla., 
wants a civilian trial by jury.

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Witness in 
Tate Case Has 
Her Freedom

WS ANGELES <AP) - "Ev- 


erybody says I'm a free wom- 
an," Linda Kasabian said with a 
sigh, "but I don't feel any dif- 
ferent." 


Then the state's star witness 


in the Sharon Tate murder trial 
was whisked out a back door of 
the Hall of Justice Thursday un- 
der heavy guard to spend her 
first night out of jail in eight 
months. 


Mrs. Kasabian's lawyers said 


she was driven to an undis- 
closed hotel, anticipating "a 
good 
dinner 
and 
probably 


watching television." 


She was released after mur- 


der-conspiracy charges against 
her were dropped Thursday. 
The petite, pigtailed witness 
was granted immunity from 
prosecution for telling her story 
on the stand. 


During 14 days as a witness, 


she has testified that some 
members of Charles M. Man- 
son's 
hippie-style 
"family" 


killed the blonde actress and six 
others during two murder mis- 
sions last August. She said she 
went on the missions but stayed 
outside as a lookout, then fled in 
terror. 


Manson and three women fol- 


lowers, Susan Atkins, 21, Patri- 
cia Krenwinkel, 22, and Leslie 
Van Houten, 20, are on trial for 
murder-conspiracy. 


Mrs. Kasabian will come to 


court daily until she completes 
her testimony. Ronald Hughes, 
the last of four defense lawyers, 
completed his cross-examina- 
tion, and chief prosecutor Aaron 
Stovitz began questions in redi- 
rect examination. 


Stovitz said he would finish 


redirect by tonight, but the four 
defense attorneys then begin re- 
cross-examination, which is ex- 
pected to take several days. 


A prosecutor said that she will 


remain under guard as long as 
she's a witness, but once she 
leaves California the matter will 
be out of their hands. 


Her attorney said she hopes to 


head east. Her mother in Mil- 
ford has been caring for her 
children, Tanya, 2, and Angel, 5 
months. 


The attorney, Ronald Gold- 


man, was asked if, in view of 
her experiences, she could ever 
really feel free. 


"The fact that she has told the 


truth," he said, "that she gave 
herself up, and that she has 
done everything she could for 
the cause of truth and justice, 
will give her solace and a sense 
of freedom." 


Hughes, trying his first case, 


concluded his cross-examination 
with questions on drug use and 
life in the Manson "family." 


He asked if Mrs. Kasabian 


gave her baby daughter drugs. 


"No," she replied. "I believe 


she was stoned naturally. I be- 
lieve that all children are." 


Was she "controlled by Mr. 


Manson through 
vibrations?" 


"Yes, possibly." 


Did he put out "a lot of 


vibes?" 


"Sure. He's doing it right 


now." 


The answer brought a broad 


grin from Manson. 


Earlier, the diminutive beard- 


ed Mahson, 35, padded barefoot 
into the courtroom for a hearing 
with the jury absent. He com- 
plained of "unjust and barbaric 
treatment" in jail and asked for 
a "cease and desist" order. 


Manson, in jail denims, took 


the witness stand to testify in 
support of his motions but didn't 
get the chance. The judge post- 
poned the hearing for a week 
after the defense said it wanted 
the sheriff's department repre- 
sented by an impartial attorney, 
rather than by one of the prose- 
cutors. 


Manson complained that he 


and his attorney are forced to 
interview witnesses through a 
heavy screen that makes vision 
difficult. He was joined in the 
motion by his three defendants, 
who said they too have prob- 
lems with screens. 


In a written statement accom- 


panying his motion, Manson 
said, "Several times daily I am 
forced to completely disrobe to 
nudity then forced to dress, be- 
coming alternately nude and 
dressed ... as frequently as six 
or seven times a day each of my 
body cavities is searched. I am 
forced to walk to and fro in a 
hallway until I am completely 
exhausted." 


Sheriff Peter J. Pitchess is- 


sued a statement that Manson's 
charges are false and part of a 
series of "diversionary tactics 
that are as old as sin itself."

Nixon Urging 
Integration 
Cooperation

WASHINGTON

Stressing 
cooperation 
rather 


than coercion, President Nixon 
ventured his greatest involve- 
ment in Southern school de- 
segregation today with a New 
Orleans meeting with advisory 
councils from seven states. 


Aides said the 
President's 


journey had twin goals: Bolster- 
ing the effectiveness and pres- 
tige of the state desegregation 
advisory councils, and empha- 
sizing his commitment to en- 
forcing wide-scale voluntary in- 
tegration in the South this fall. 


Nixon faced the difficult polit- 


ical job of administering unpop- 
ular medicine while keeping the 
patient reasonably happy with 
the doctor. 


George P. Shultz, who led the 


administration party accompa- 
nying Nixon, said one idea of 
the trip was to extend a hand to 
the South on the eve of what 
likely will be its largest dose of 
desegregation. 


Shultz is vice chairman of the 


Cabinet Committee on Educa- 
tion and director of the Office of 
Management and Budget. 


Also accompanying the Presi- 


dent were Secretary of Welfare 
Elliot L. Richardson, Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell, White House 
aides Robert H. Finch, Leonard 
Garment, Harry Dent and Dan- 
iel Patrick Moynihan, Director 
Donald Rumsfeld of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity and J. 
Stanley Pottinger, Richardson's 
chief civil rights aide. 


On the eve of the President's 


meeting with Southern officials, 
Mitchell said he expects the Su- 
preme Court to decide later this 
year what steps the Justice De- 
partment should take in attack- 
ing school segregation in the 
North. 


Mitchell told a Senate com- 


mittee Thursday his department 
cannot move against segrega- 
tion caused by housing patterns 
until the court acts. 


Senators from the North and 


South told Mitchell the nation 
needs a new policy to get away 
from the hypocrisy of ignoring 
segregation in the North—what- 
ever its cause—while zeroing in 
on the South. 


Mitchell agreed the criticism 


is valid. 


The state desegregation advi- 


sory councils were formed by 
the Nixon administration to lead 
the Southern integration drive 
this fall. 


Nixon planned to meet with 


the full panel from Louisiana 
and with the chairmen and vice 
chairmen of Alabama, Arkan- 
sas, Georgia, Mississippi, North 
Carolina and South Carolina 
units. 


The committees are biracial, 


bipartisan and composed of edu- 
cators, physicians, lawyers, oth- 
er professionals and civil rights 
leaders. 


With school openings less than 


a week away in some parts of 
the South, the President and his 
administration stand on the 
threshold of a crucial test over 
desegregation and over ending 
school discrimination.

west of the capital has been 
turned over to the South Viet- 
namese 18th Infantry Division. 
Only a few hundred U.S. sup- 
port troops remain at Tay Ninh, 
which once was the base for two 
American brigades.

TV Campaign 
Touches Off 
Bitter Fight

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


House-Senate conference com- 
mittee has touched off a bitter, 
partisan fight by approving a 
bill to restrict broadcast cam- 
paign spending for major public 
offices in this year's general 
election. 


Senate Minority Leader Hugh 


Scott. R-Pa., one of the four 
GOP 
conferees 
who 
voted 


against the measure, said the 
compromise bill represented a 
"frantic effort by Democrats to 
save some of their candidates." 


The GOP members from both 


the House and Senate refused to 
sign 
the conference 
report, 


largely because the six Demo- 
cratic members included the 
provision making the restric- 
tions take effect this fall. 


A vote on the compromise bill 


is scheduled today in the House 
before the beginning of a three 
and one-half week recess. 


The House-Senate conferees 


met behind closed doors twice 
to iron out differences in the bill 
designed to cut into the sharply 
rising cost of running for office. 


The 
House-passed 
version 


called for the restrictions to 
take effect next Jan. 1, clearly 
exempting the fall elections this 
year. 


The Senate specified that the 


bill go into effect 30 days after 
enactment. 


The bill sets a limit of 7 cents 


a vote cast in the last general 
election or $20,000, whichever is 
higher, as the spending ceiling 
for covered candidates. It ap- 
plies to those running for presi- 
dent, vice president, 
Senate, 


House, governor and lieutenant 
governor. 


Primary elections would not 


be covered until next year when 
a limit half that set for general 
elections would apply. Presiden- 
tial and vice presidential candi- 
dates would be exempt. 


The original Senate bill ap- 


plied only to candidates for fed- 
eral offices in general elections. 
The House added primaries and 
the two state officials. 


Another 
House 
provision 


which stayed in the conferees' 
package would allow states, by 
law, to bring other state officers 
under the bill's umbrella. 


The bill also requires that no 


broadcaster charge any political 
candidate more than the lowest 
rate paid by any commercial 
advertiser for the same time pe- 
riod. And it repeals the equal 
time requirements for President 
and Vice President candidates 
only. 


Meanwhile, the Democratic 


Party filed suit seeking to over- 
turn a Federal Communications 
Commission ruling that denies 
political parties an absolute 
right to buy air time for com- 
ment on issues. 


The suit was filed in the U.S. 


Court of Appeals in the District 
of Columbia. 


The FCC ruled last week that 


broadcasters can refuse to sell 
time to parties for comment on 
controversial issues. But the 
commission said stations cannot 
refuse to sell time for fund-rais- 
ing.

measures productive output of 
goods and services in 1958 dol- 
lars to eliminate the effects of 
inflation, was $600 million high- 
er than was first reported for 
the April-June quarter. The re- 
vised figure was $724.9 billion. 
Even though the gain was twice 
as large as first thought, it was 
still small in economic signifi- 
cance. 


More important was the fact 


that the second quarter marked 
a turnaround after two quarters 
of declining production, which 
had led some economists and 
critics to say the nation was in a 
full recession. 


Corporate profits for the sec- 


ond quarter were $82.3 billion at 
a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate, slightly below the $82.6 bil- 
lion of the first quarter. The 
drop continued a decline that 
began this time last year after 
six months of record high prof- 
its.

The Movie 
Drop-Outs

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 


The law of supply and de- 
mand works pretty well in 
the movie-TV v i n e y a r d s , 
too. 


At the moment, demand 


for big-name actors in fea- 
ture films is pretty slim. So 
the supply—the stars of the 
J a m e s S t e w a r t - H e n r y 
Fonda-Glenn Ford 
genera- 


tion—is going over to televi- 
sion, where suddenly there 
is a big demand. 


Some stars, however, are 


bucking the trend. One hold- 
out is Hurt Lancaster. Oh, 
he'll do TV, according to the 
rumor—but he wants $60,000 
an episode. That's a little 
steep, even in TV. 


A n o t h e r trend-bucker is 


Jack L e m m o n . He won't 
even talk money. He just 
won't do it, period. 


"I've shied away for two 


reasons," he says. "In the 
first place, when I was just 
starting my career, I had 
five different series on TV. 
This was back in the late 
'40s and early '50s. They 
weren't even on tape. So I 
know what the TV grind is 
like. 


"The second reason is that 


I found them terribly unsat- 
isfying. You had compara- 
tively inadequate rehearsal 
time and shooting time. You 
just didn't have time for 
anything." 


Those are good reasons, 


but the main reason is that, 
at the moment, Jack Lem- 
mon can still make movies. 
His l a t e s t , "The Out-of- 
Towners," seems headed for 
a modest success. He has his 
own company and it's full of 
projects. He'll direct for the 
first time soon and has no 
thought of giving up acting. 


If he didn't have these 


film plans, he might be in- 
clined to overlook the grind 
and lack of artistic satisfac- 
tion of TV. 


"As long as film goes well 


for me." he says, "I just 
don't want to do "television." 


But he can u n d e r s t a n d 


why his peers are flocking 
to television. 


"Our industry is at such a 


standstill," he says, "that 
they've been tempted, just 
to have something to do. But 
I'm sure they've all gotten 
guarantees of two seasons, 
at a big figure." 


He's probably right. 
Perry L a f f e r t y of CBS 


says that a name star on a 
new television series is "an 
insurance policy—but a very 
expensive insurance policy." 
It is insurance against fail- 
ure, but certainly no guar- 
antee. Debbie R e y n o l d s 
flopped. Doris Day made it. 
You can be sure of nothing 
in television. 


He says that television 


programs cost so much to- 
day that the networks must 
get a large audience. And 
the name star gives the pro- 
gram a better shot at getting 
that large audience. 


There are only a few who 


seem to be able—or willing 
—to stick with movies. Jack 
L e m m o n , Burt Lancaster, 
John Wayne—so far they're 
holdouts. But wait 'til next 
year.

—Lester Glbbs says he plans to 
hit the campaign trail playing 
with a five-piece band to help 
draw crowds. 


Gibbs, 64, a Republican gub- 


ernatorial hopeful, said one of 
his biggest problems has been 
getting large crowds to hear his 
speeches. 


"I can't afford to spend

just like everybody else," but 
was not getting the "coverage 
from the news media that the 
money men are getting." 


A professional musician since 


the age of 14, Gibbs said that 
playing in a band was "some- 
thing no other candidate can 
do." 


Gibbs plays the piano and 


guitar.

Gibbs said he had faced in the 
campaign was a lack of finan- 
cial support. 


"I've spent less than $700 try- 


ing to beat the richest man in 
Arkansas," he said. 


Gibbs would not comment on 


what he thought his chances of 
winning the election were, but 
said he had already made plans 
in case he loses. 


The former Revenue Depart- 


ment field supervisor said he 
owned a 350-acre farm near 
Brinkley that was operating on 
a "money-making basis." He 
also said he would soon be old 
enough to receive social securi- 
ty payments. 


Gibbs said the outcome of the 


election rests on "how many 
votes (Gov. Winthrop) Rocke- 
feller can buy." 


Gibbs said the number one 


problem in Arkansas is educa- 
tion. 


"Integrating the schools has 


lowered the standard of educa- 
tion in Arkansas 50 per cent," 
he said. "All people aren't 
equal. There is no such thing 
as social equality." 


Gibbs said he would work to 


turn the control of the schools 
back to local officials.

Gibbs said, was the prison sys- 
tem.

HOLLYWOOD l A P ) - The 


three major television networks 
are busy moving their entertain- 
ment entries toward the fall 
starting gate. NBC and CBS 
open their seasons the week of 
Sept. 13, and ABC introduces its 
lineup during the following sev- 
en days. 


"How 
does the new season 


look to you?" is the most fre- 
quent, worried question asked of 
a reporter who has been looking 
over new and old product, visit- 
ing studios, and talking lo stars, 
producers and directors. 


Network television's 1970-71 


season looks very much like the 
1969-70 season at the same time 
last year. There will be 21 new 
programs—or 23 if one counts 
as new shows Red Skelton's half 
hour on a new network and 
NBC's "Men from 
Shiloh" 


which is a drastically remod- 
eled "Virginian." None seems 
to be very different from series 
which have been around for 
some time. 


Returning programs, will not 


risk any really radical changes. 


Producers, who are usually 


good salesmen, speak convinc- 
ingly about exciting scripts and 
impressive 
performances. 


Stars, particularly all the young 
unknowns getting 
their 
first 


breaks in leads, rave about 
their fellow workers and tell 
how the affectionate acting cli- 
mate will be reflected in the fin- 
ished product. All this is as pre- 
dictable and traditional as the 
choreography of a minuet. 


There is the usual inter-net- 


work competition, but it seems 
to be concensus that ABC, with 
11 new series, a new confidence 
and aggressiveness, is the net- 
work to keep an eye on. ABC, 
"the third network," is under 
new leadership and 
appears 


ready to give the two larger, 
older 
networks 
some 
real 


competition for audience favor. 


CBS, 
with six new shows, has 


been reshuffling its schedule 
and refocusing, all in an effort 
to attract more viewers in 
younger age brackets and in ur- 
ban surroundings. It will sched- 
ule fewer specials, under a new 
policy dictating that only spe- 
cials which have found sponsors 
will be scheduled. Currently 
there are almost none on its 
schedule but several on its 
shelves. 


NBC, 
with the fewest new 


shows—four—still likes to use 
special programs, and lots of 
them. It is experimenting, not 
with new story ideas, but with 
new TV forms. 


How does the new season 


look? Business-like and cau- 
tious, take it from one who 
predicted "Beverly Hillbillies" 
would be lucky if it survived for 
five months and that "Laugh- 
In" could never stand the pace. 


Q—I have h e a r d that 


douching after 
intercourse

A—-If d o u c h i n g with a 


spermicidal s o l u t i o n docs 
push any sperms into the 
u t e r i n e cervix, which is 
doubtful, they would bo dead 
s p e r m s . To be effective, 
h o w e v e r , the d o u c h i n g 
should be done immediately 
after intercourse. 


Q—Can dally d o u c h i n g 


cause cancer? 


A—Routine vaginal douch- 


inch as a means of feminine 
h y g i e n e makes no more 
sense than using a daily 
e n e m a , daily eye wash, 
daily nasal douche and daily 
mouthwash. Nature unaided 
does an excellent job of 
k e e p i n g these parts ade- 
quately clean except in the 
presence of specific disease. 
Douching will neither cause 
nor prevent cancer. 


Q—Is It possible with fre- 


quent d o u c h i n g to wash 
away all the ova in the 
ovaries? 


A—No. Douching washes 


the vagina but not the uterus 
or tubes and certainly not 
the ovaries. Besides, the ova 
are 
discharged 
from 
the 


ovary only when they are 
ripe. 


Q—My d o c t o r says I 


should have my Bartholin 
glands removed. Is this a 
major operation? 


A—The two B a r t h o l i n 


glands are s i t u a t e d on 
either side of the vagina. 
When they become infected 


SHORT RIBS 


or cystic, it may be neces- 
sary to remove them. This 
is a relatively minor opera- 
tion. 


Q— Where Is the rectal 


seal located? How does it 
work? 


A— A rectocele is a protru- 


sion of the rectum through 
the wall of the vagina. When 
it is small, it causes no 
symptoms. But, if it is large, 
the victim can empty her 
bowel only by pushing the 
rectocele back in place. It 
can be repaired by an opera- 
tion. 


Q— I have had a dropped 


bladder or cystocele for six 
years and it is getting big- 
ger. 
Will it turn into a can- 


cer? Is surgery the only 
treatment? 


A — A cystocele or protru- 


sion of the bladder into the 
vagina is not likely to be- 
come cancerous. Surgery is 
the only satisfactory treat- 
ment. 


Q— What Is P l a q u e n i l 


given for? Is it a tranquil- 
r/.er? What are Its side ef- 
fects? 


A— This anlimalarial drug 


is not a tranquilizer. It is 
often beneficial in the treat- 
ment of lupus erythematosus 
and rheumatoil arthritis. Its 
side effects include head- 
ache. dizziness, nausea and 
diarrhea.

mey told a joint U.N.-U.S. sym- 
posium that ways must be found 
to minimize any significant ad- 
verse effects. 


The symposium also received 


a study of nuclear plants in the 
United States and of the effects 
of pouring heated water into the 
environment which concluded 
that the information necessary 
to effectively evaluate plant lo- 
cations is "lacking or inadequ- 
ate." 


The symposium on environ- 


mental aspects of nuclear power 
plants is being held at U.N. 
headquarters by the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
and the AEC. 


"We know," Ramey said, 


"that steam 
electric power 


plants, whether fossil or nuclear 
fueled, are the most effective 
means for preducing electricity, 
especially in the large blocks 
that are needed in industrialized 
nations. 


"But 
as efficient as these 


plants are, they all do have 
some impact on the environ- 
ment. We must gain a better un- 
derstanding of the environmen- 
tal effects peculiar to each type 
of steam electric plant and de- 
vise means to minimize any by- 
products of energy production 
which could have significant ad- 
verse effects on our environ- 
ment. This must be our priority 
effort.

plants and their thermal effects 
was conducted by the Argonne 
National laboratory near Chi- 
cago and the Hattelle Memorial 
Institute in Richland, Wash.

ahead of schedule. 


U.S. Dist. Court Judge June 


L. Green of Washington prom- 
ised a decision today on a suit 
by an environmental group 
seeking to halt the dumping op- 
eration. 


Plans call for sinking of the 


LeBaron Russell Briggs and its 
cargo Tuesday, 282 miles east of 
Cape Kennedy, Fla. 


The suit, contending there are 


safer ways of disposing of the 
gas, asked a delay in the opera- 
tion until alternatives are stud- 
ied. 


Lola Lea, lawyer for the Envi- 


ronmental 
Defense 
Fund, 


argued Thursday that the Army 
erred in determining the ship 
will not break up before reach- 
ing the bottom of the ocean. 


The suit said the ship and con- 


crete coffins containing the gas 
might break up before reaching 
bottom, 16,000 feet down. This 
would allow the gas to escape 
and contaminate the environ- 
ment, the suit said. 


The Army theory is the ship 


will sink slowly and ocean pres- 
sure will cause the coffins to 
break up gradually, allowing 
the gas to escape slowly without 
harming marine life. 


The suit, in which Florida 


Gov. Claude Kirk joined, also 
questioned the dumping of 10 Ms 
pounds of VX nerve gas con- 
tained in a land mine in the 
shipment. 


This gas is a more persistent 


type than the GB gas which 
makes up most of the cargo, the 
suit noted. If released into the 
water prematurely, it would re- 
tain half strength more than 12

Day an said Israel has de-

Nader to Use

NEW YORK (AP)-Consum- 


er advocate Ralph Nader ha§ 
received $425,000 from General 
Motors in an out-of-court settle- 
ment of his invasion of privacy 
suit. 


Nader 
said Thursday 
he 


would use some of the money to 
monitor GM's activities in the 
areas of safety, pollution and 
consumer relations. "They are 
going to be financing their own 
ombudsman," he said. 


The suit, filed in November 


1966, alleged that GM began a 
campaign to intimidate Nader 
after he wrote his book, "Safe At 
Any Speed," which was critical 
of automobile safety standards. 


Nader complained in the suit 


that GM hired a private investi- 
gator, Vincent Gillen, whose de- 
tectives inquired into his private 
life. 


The book prompted a safety 


crusade and a Senate hearing 
during which James M. Roche, 
then president of the giant auto- 
maker, publicly apologized for 
any harassment. 


Nader sued for damages—$26 


million was the figure reported 
at the time although his lawyers 
said Thursday the total was $12 
million. 


The $425,000 that GM paid 


Thursday was for compensatory 
damages and the automaker 
said claims for punitive dam- 
ages were withdrawn as part of 
the settlement. 


GM said It denies any wrong- 


doing or legal liability in con- 
nection with the claim and that 
"the settlement in no respect 
constitutes an admission of any 
of the claims asserted by Nad- 
er." 


"Settlement of the lawsuit at 


this time was considered desira- 
ble" to save the time and ex- 
pense of further litigation, GM 
said. 


Nader said in a statement 


that GM could have delayed the 
case further and therefore "it 
was deemed wiser to settle the 
case and devote the proceeds, 
after deduction of legal fees and 
expenses, to the cause of con- 
sumer protection and corporate 
responsibility, especially in the 
Utter area—General Motors' re- 
sponsibility."

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate is expected to follow the 
lead of the House and override 
President Nixon's veto of a 14.4 
billion education bill. It would 
be Nixon's second such defeat 
this year. 


The Senate vote is expected 


Tuesday or Wednesday. The 
House overrode the veto Thurs- 
day by a margin of 289-114, 20 
votes more than the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 


But in a history-making day 


of considering two presidential 
vetoes, the House sustained Nix- 
on's rejection of an omnibus 918 
billion appropriations bill car- 
rying funds for housing, veter- 
ans, the space agency and a 
score of other programs. 


The vote on that one was 203- 


195, a majority but 63 short of 
two-thirds. 


The second House vote ended 


any chance for the omnibus 
measure and made it necessary 
for the Appropriations Commit- 
tees to go to work to draft an- 
other one. 


There is some sentiment at 


the Capitol for deeper cuts in 
the space program to preserve 
the extra funds provided in the 
original bill for veterans and for 
such programs as urban renew- 
al. 


Republican leaders noted the 


Senate passed the education bill 
884 in agreeing privately with 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field that the measure would be 
enacted into law over Nixon's 
objections. 


Nixon objected to the bill be- 


cause it exceeded budget rec- 
ommendations by 1641 million. 


The boHr of the increases are 


for two programs which the 
Senate long has supported. 


One is the Elementary and 


Secondary Education Act de- 
signed to improve education for 
children from poor families. 
The other is the impacted areas 
program which provides federal 
grants for school districts over- 
crowded because of nearby fed- 
eral installations. 


Sen. Ralph W. Yarborough, 


D-Tex., chairman of the Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee 
which handles education bills, 
said he believes the action of 
Congress on the vetoed measure 
will show its determination "to 
meet the domestic needs of this 
nation. 


"It is not inflationary to meet 


the domestic needs of this na- 
tion," he declared
